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to the ends of minute lilauientous alga* gTO>viiig from tlie former. 
The last few days lie had observed a number apparently in eonj li- 
gation, conspieiioiis for their larger size and elongated form. One 
apparently of two individuals was biscuit-shaped. 1.375 nun. long 
and 0.625 wide. Later, it assumed an oval shape and measured 
1 mm. long and 0.875 wide. Another speeimen, ap])arently of 
three individuals in a trefoil-like group measured 1.5 min. long 
and 1.125 broad. Shortly after it a.ssiiined a biseuit form, with 
one lobe larger than the other and then measured the same length, 
with the same breadth on one side and 1 mm. on the other. Loth 
of the above were transferred to an animalcule cage, and after 
twenty-four hours, three appeared iu their plaee. One of these 
of lozenge shape with rounded angles measured 1.625 mm. long 
by 0.875 broad ; a second was irregularly half-oval and 1.125 mm. 
long by 0.875 broad; and the third was oval and 0.75 mni. long 
b}" 0.625 broad. In the later observation they had discharged all 
conspicuous food. 

Prof. Leidy further stated that on tubes of Phunatella diffusa . 
attached to a stone collected in the same locality as the above, he 
had noticed man}' speeimeiis of the following forms of infusoria 
and rotifers. 

Vaijinicolo cri/stallina. — Tube 0.1 mm. long, 0.028 broad: often 
eontaining two individuals. 

Va(jinicola tincta. — I'nbe 0.1 mm. long: at month 0.048 wide; 
just below 0.04 wide. 

Lhnvias auuufaiuti. — Tube 0.6 to 0.625 mm. long: 0.05 to 
0.0625 wide ; rotary disks together 0.2 wide. 

On Tubular la , e((\^ fro ni Atlantic Cittj. — Prof. Leidy exhibil-ed 
specimens of the hy<lroid Tuhalaria crocea ( PanjpJia vmceu Ag.). 
which he had observed in great iirofusion attaehed to the bottom 
of a wreek at Atlantic City, N. J. With it he had noticed a 
multitude of the little sea-slug JAdin pilata Could, and the skeleton- 
shrimp, Caprella (jeomctrica Say. lie further exhibited specimens 
ot Alcyonidtum ramoinuu Verrill, presented by Mr. Edward I’otts, 
and obtained by him from stones at the inlet of Atlantie City.
